They relate to the people the story of the nativity. This so moves them that 
they ask to be baptized, and after they have subscribed to the Creed and the 
Lord's Prayer, they are accepted into the faith, and sing a hymn to the saints as 
guardians ofi their native land. 

The composer, Sirola, is living at the present time in Zagreb, Yugoslavia. 

The whole style of his music is strikingly unusual, and the sustained inspiration 
of the “Lord’s Prayer” and the music which follows it is especially remarkable.
